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Love Notes Give 
Clue to Killing 
Of Atlanta Girl 


| Police Find Letters and Sign- 
ed Check in Home of 
Mrs. Richardson. 


Richmond, Va. December 13.— 
With tlie discovery today of several 
notes and a check signed “Thomas 
Pollard” the police tonight expressed 
the belief they finally had gotten a 
clue that would result in clearing up 
the mystery surrounding the death 
of Mrs. Thelma Richardson, a ste- 
nographer, who was shot to death 
Monday night at the Pollard home. ‘in 
a fashionable part of the city. Pol- 
lord, real estate and insurance man, 


and prominent, is charged with mur- 


der in connection with the killing. 

The letters—four of them—and the 
check were fund by detectives during 
a search of the woman's home nine 
niles from the city. The five bits 
of paper, it was said, will go a long 
way toward establishing the relations 
between Pollard and the woman. and 
the authorities believe that therein 
lies the motive for the killing.

He 
presented figures showing that 
per cent of the cotton crop raised 
in this country was shipped abroad 
and 55 per cent of the shoes manu- 
factured here were exported, yet few 
of the farmers and workers realized 
on overseas mar- 
kets. Mr. Tregoe cited the question 
of granting credits to foreign buyers 
as one of the greatest stumbling 
blocks to successfully entering for- 
eign markets, ye’ pointed out that 
the National Association of Credit Men 
was conducting a non-profit service 
to exporters that removed nearly 100 
per cent of the risk involved.

10 STOP AUTO DEATHS 


California Draws Up Sweep-, 


ing Code for Control of 
Auto Drivers in State. 


Sacramento, Cal., December 13.—De- 
termined to check the mounting wave 
of automobile deaths, following re- 


‘cent publicity given to the big death 


list in California as well as in many 
other states, the California state mo- 
tor vehicle department has drawn up 
a drastic set of automobile regulations 
which will be presented to the legis- 
lature for enactment as law. 

The strict code also seeks to gov- 
ern the actions of pedestrians, hold- 
ing that the automobilist_is not al- 
ways to blame for highway accidents, 
and provides stiff penalties for viola- 
tions. 

The code, outlined in ten concise 
rules, provides for: 

1. Placing reckless driving in the 
same category with driving while un- 
der the influence of intoxicating 
liquor, with a penalty of imprison- 
ment of from six months to five years, 

2. Keeping children = on roller 
skates off the streets. 

3. Prohibiting parking automobiles, 
on the highway. : 

4. Prohibiting jay-walking on high- 
way as strictly as jay-walking on city 
streets. 

5. Requiring an applicant for li- 
cense to operate motor vehicles to 
pass a thorough examinatien before 
the license is issued. 

6. Forbidding any person under 18 
years of age to drive a motor vehicle. 

%& Forbidding the extension of bag- 
gage over the running board op the 
left hand side of an automobile. 

8. Compelling pedestrians to walk 
on the left-hand side of the road 
where there are -no sidewalks. 

9. Requiring the placing of a white 
flag in the center of a tow line when 
one vehicle is towing another, 

10. Requiring all motorists to stop 
when flagged at a train crossing.

Washington arms conference delib- 
erations expressed the view tonight 
that there was little likelihood for 
success of negotiations in accordance 
with the “5-5-3” or some other ratio 
the size of eruiser and submarine 
fieets. The conference, it was point- 
ed out, in prolonged discussions, had 
found no basis of agreement possibile 
on these points or as to fighting air- 
eraft, The French opposition to fre- 
duetion of submarines brought’ com- 
plaint from British delegates of the 
right to build anti-aircraft and eruis- 
ers and the limitations of maximum 
size of guns they could carry to &- 
inch weapons. 

In addition to the new cruiser pro- 
gram, the committee is known to have 
been informed of the general board's 
recemmendation that a start be made 
on modernizing the pre-Jutland bat- 
tleships, the point being made that 
Great Britain has already remodeled 
to a large extent to increase gun 
range and deck protection for her 
capital ships to be retained under 
the treaty. The American moderniza- 
tion project would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $60,000,000, it has been 
estimated. Lacking such remodeling 
work, American 14-inch gun _ ships 
would remain outranged by other- 
wise similar but modernized British 
ships by five miles, navy officers 
have declared. 

Heavy Outlay Ahead. 

Faced with this double prospect -of 
heavy naval expenditures in the near 
future, Chairman Kelley turned to 
the precedent of the accepted capita] 
ship treaty ratio in search of a way 
to avoid such outlays. 

The request to the president was 
placed at the very end of the 55-page 
naval bill. It reads: 

“The president is requested to en- 
ter into negotiations with the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan with the view of 
reaching an understanding or agree- 
ment relative to limiting the construc- 
tion of all types and sizes of sub- 
surface and surface craft of 10,000 
tons standard displacement or less, 
and of aircraft.” 

The suggestion was made by some 
representative that the paragraph 
might be subject to a point of order, 
and hence go out in the house. It 
was indicated that there was every 
reason to believe the senate would 
put. it back into the bill, which in 
the shape of a conference . report 
would bring it before the house to 
be voted up or down. 


Saving Offset. 


It was claimed by committee 
friends of the Kelley proposal that 
the saving in capital ship expendi- 
tures under the arms treaty would be 
more than offset in the building of 
lighter vessels of a size permitted 
by the treaty, and this situation pos- 
sibly prevailed as to other participat- 
ing nations. 

The bill would be taken up tomor- 
row and while the disarmament item 
is not expected to be reached before 
Friday, Mr. Kelley, in charge of the 
bill, will explain at the outset the na- 
ture of the request and give his rea- 
sons for the proposed step. 

Approving: the committee action 
Representative Byrnes, South Caro- 
lina, ranking democrat of the sub- 
committee, said tcday that while the 
actual naval cost next year would 
reach $325,000.000, the budget of 
the British navy this year, includ- 
ing the colonies, was $338,000,000. 

“These figures show the necessi- 
ty,” said Mr. Byrnes, “for the pro- 
vision requesting the president to call 
another conference for the limitation 
of naval armament not included. in 
the recent conference. That confer- 
ence has simply changed the charac- 
ter of the naval competition, without 
reducing to any appreciable extent 
the cost. Unless there is an agreement

Although no discussion of the liquor 
laws or their application is listed 
on the official program, Governor 
arker, of Louisiana, announced that 
intended to inject the question into 
the conference at the first opportu- 
nity. He referred to President Hard- 
ing’s intention to summon a meeting 
of the governor’s in Washington next 
month to discuss prohibition enforce- 
ment and declared the question should 
be taken up by the governors here. 
In January, he pointed out, tsate 
legislatures would be meeting and the 
governors in many cases would be re- 
quired at their own capitals. ; 

Governor Parker made it plain 
that he intended to confer with Gov- 
ernor Henry J. Allen, of Kansas, who 
is listed to speak on “the Ku Klux 
Klan, the problem it attacks and the 
problem it creates” and with Govern- 
or Oleott, of Oregon, who is expected 
to deliver an address “On America 
Adrift” and indicated that he would 
supplement their discussions of the 
secret organization with suggestions 
for curbing what he termed its “Un- 
Americanism.” .

Tribute to the courage and bravery 
shown by Williard Cope, an Atlanta 
newspaper man, during the time he 
was pinned under a wreck pas- 
senger car on the Atlanta,Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad last March was 
paid in a report of Mr. Cope’s case 
made public Wednesday by Hal M. 
Stanley, chairman of the state in- 
dustrial commission. Mr. 
characterized Mr. Cope as “one of 
the outstanding heroes of Georgia his- 
tory” in his report in which an award 
of $1,260 was made Mr. Cope b~ the 
commission for permanent injuries 
sustained in the wreck. 

In his report Mr. Stanley related 
how Mr. Cope was on his way to 
Talbotton, Ga., March 12 to report a 
murder trial for his newspaper when 
the railroad wreck occurred twelve 
miles south of Atlanta. 

Mr. Cope was in a passenger car 
which plunged from - trestle into a 
creek. Mr. Cope was badly crushed 
in the wreck, his left leg being brok- 
ei and his shoulder fractured. He 
was pinned underneath the wreck 
when the first rescuers arrived. He 
was lying partially submerged in the 
creek and it was seen that it would 
take at least a quarter of an hour 
to rescue him. Mr. Cope, although 
suffering agonies, told the rescuers 
to light a cigarette, place it in his 
mouth and go save the women and 
children first. ;

Dissolution of Law Partner- 
ship Seen as Indication of 
Return to National Arena.

Washington, December 13.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The ur- 
lent announcement from New York 
that the law firm of Bainbridge Co!by, 
former secretary ot state, and ex-Pres- 
ident Wilson would terminate Devem- 
ber 31, is said to(emphasize the state- 
ment that Mr. Wilson plans to take 
an active part in political affairs of 
the nation during the next two years. 
Particular significance is attached 
to Mr, Colby’s reasons for the disso- 
lution of the partnership, which was 
formed shortly after the war presi- 
dent left the white house. The be- 
lief is held in Washington that Mr. 
Calby made no chance utterance when 
he said Mr. Wilson “is turning his/ 
energies once more to subjects which 


have long invited him and the im- 
portance of which cannot be over-es- 
timated.” 

Because of his greatly improved 
physical condition in the last few 
months, Washington -observers have 
been prepared for an announcement 
that the former president would come 
to the front again in the national 
elections of 1924 and assume active 
leadership of the democratic party. 
Just here opinion differs as to the 
nature of leadership he will assume, 
there being a disposition on the part 
of some to dispute statements that Mr. 
Wilson will be a candidate for a 
third term. The majority view has 
it that he has no desire to offer for 
a third term for president of the Unit- 
ed States but prefers to further the is- 
sues and policies advocated during his 
administration and to make them dom- 
inant factors in the next campaign. 
_A democratic Sstent under those 
circumstances would be looked upon 
as a personal victory for Mr. Wilson, 
it is said. 

At the same time certain followers 
of the former president interpret the 
Colby statement as indicating that 
Mr. Wilson will devote his energies 
to writing a historical work covering 
the war period with particular .om- 
phasis laid upon his participation in 
the treaty of Versailles and the league 
of nations. They point to statements 
made by white house spokesmen be 
fore the democratic administration end- 
ed that it was the intention of Mr. 
W ilson to undertake such a work upon 
his retirement from office. He was 
prevented in the begining because of 
his failure of health. 

Even though the war president bas 
lived the life of a recluse in his S 
Street home ever since the expiration 
of his term, due to poor health, his 
mind is declared to have remained ac- 
tive and alert, maintaing a keen in- 
terest in current events both at home 
and aborad. His numerous letters 
touching on political isues and persons 
to various people’ throughout the 
country are pointed to in substantia- 
tion of this. 

The most recent evidence of his ac- 
tivity and interest in national affairs 
is found in his short address to sey- 
eral thousand friends and admirers 
gathered at his home on armistice dav 
last. Though brief, the address showed 
conclusively that he is keenly inter- 
ested in all political developments, and 
those who heard it declared it was 
made with a touch of the same old 
fire which characterized al] of his 
promivent utterances during the war.

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THE MEDICINE CUPBOARD. 

Oil of turpentine (also called spir- 
its of turpentine) is not crude turpen- 
tine but a pure product of distillation 
of turpentine. The common turpentine 
may be’used externally, but only the 
distilled oil or spirits should be kept 
in the medicine cupboard. 

In many conditions accompanied 
with colic or inflammation, and espe- 
cially when there is much gas present 
in the intestine, the application of 
turpentine as a counter irritant is a 
relief. It is hest applied in the form 
of a stupe, as follows: 

Dip a piece of flannel into a dish of 
water too hot to hold the hand in, 
and lift the flannel out in a_ towel, 
wring out the excess of water by 
twisting the towel, then sprinkle over 
the flannel several drops of oil of tur- 
pentine, and qiuckly apply to the belly, 
allowing it to remain until the skin 
reddens or the patient complains of 
burning, It should then be removed 
and no more turpentine applied, al- 
though the cloth may be repeatediy 
wrung in hot water and applied. Nurs- 
€s usually have a stout cloth porket 
or bag opening at one side, with pieces 
of broomstick through the ends to 
twist and wring out the stupe. 

Turpentine is a good counter irri- 
tant to apply for inflammation within 
the chest. It is best diluted with two 
or three times its volume of olive oil. 
and this may be rubbed on the chest 
of an adult. For a child, campher- 
ated oil is preferable. . 


Turpentine is popularly esteemed as 
an antiseptic or disinfectant for fresh 
wounds, but is inferior to tincture of | 
iodine for that purpose. 

It is a parasiticide, and the oil of; 
turpentine mixed with about ten times| 
its volume of vaseline or lard may be | 
applied to ringworm, barber's itch, dew! 
or toe or ground itch and other para- 
sitie affections. Pure oil of turpentine 
is sometimes a valuable internal vermi- 
fuge against “stomach” worms (round 
or lumbricoid worms) and = against

Oglethorpe university was pro- 
claimed an eleemosenary  instittuion 
under Presbyterian control in a de- 
cision of the Georgia court of appeals 
Wednesday, in the case of Horton 
Brothers against Oglethorpe  uni- 
versity. 

The university sued O. E. and M. 
C. Horton for $100 they had sub- 
scribed, payable two years after the 
completion of the main building. 
They refused to pay on the ground 
that it was being promoted by pri- 
vate interests for pecuniary gain. 

Decision of the late Judge Pendle- 
ton, that the university is not op- 
erated for private profit, was affirm- 
ed by the higher court.

BLD ASKS TO

U. S. Ambassador Pleads 

With Ismet Pasha for 
Minority Races Under 
Turkish Rule. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Lausanne, December 3.—Ambassa- 
dor Child had a long conference with

Montgomery, Ala., December 13.— 
Lopping off $11,000,000 from the val- 
uation fixed by its engineers, Hage- 
nah & Erickson, the Alabama Public 
Service .commission today handed 
down an opinion fixing the _ total 
value of the property of the Alabama 


Ismet Pasha this afternoon and urged 
him on humane grounds .to make lib- 
eral concessions for the protection of 
the Armenians, Greeks and other mi- 
norities remaining in Turkey. Mr. 
Child emphasized the good feeling 


Turkey could inspire in the outside 
world by making ample provisions for 
the protection of foreigners living 
in Turkey and explained to Ismet the 
great interest, Americans of all classes 
have in seeing the dislodged popu- 
lations properly. cared for and in hav- 
ing guarantees set up that there shall 
be no further dislodgments. 

He expressed American disapproval 
of the Turkish plans for the exchange 
of populations in Turkey and Greece 
and explained to Ismet that the peo- 
ple of the United States were willing 
to help the miserable victims of the 
war, but were anxious to know that 
their funds would be used to establish 
the uhhappy refugees of the Near 
Kast in permanent homes where they 
might settle down and enjoy perma- 
nent peace, 

Ismet Pasha will appear before the 
sub-committee on minorjties tomor- 
row morning and make a_ée further 
statement regarding ‘Turkey’s counter 
proposals concerning the allied scheme 
for protecting the minorities in Turk- 
ish territory. Lord Curzon, 
Bararere, Marquis de Garraoni, Am- 
basador Child and the heads of the 
other delegations, all will attend this 
session, as interest is great in the 
forthcoming statement and Lord Cur- 
zon has promised that the principal 
members would give consideration to 
what the Turks have to say. 

Badly Strained. 

While the conference is badly 
strained by Ismet Pasha’s flat refusal 
to consider the allied plans for the 
administration of the affairs in mi- 
nority in Turkey, there are many pri- 
vate conferences going on and the in- 
dications are that some compromise 
plan may be worked out whereby the 
Tucks will be accorded such a large 
voice in the handling of the minori- 
ties problems that they will not ‘re- 
gard the co-operation of representa- 


tives of the great powers in thig 
work as an infringement of Turkey’s 
sovereignty. 


Ismet is firm in refusing to have 
the League of Nations undertake this 
administration and also insists that 
Turkey will not aecept any sort of 
foreign board, but there are many re- 
ports of trades and experienced con- 
ference hands do not predict a break 
and expect to hear of compromises 
being made on both the straits con- 
trol and the clauses for’ protection of 
minorities, 

At the afternoon session of the sub- 
commission deyoted to the study of 
the exchange of populations the Turks 
showed a more coneiliatory attitude 
during diseussion of the future status 
of the Greek colony in Constantinopie 
Turkey is willing for the Greeks to 
stay there, but wants definite condi- 
tions set up. The question of deport- 
ing the*Greek patriarch, who is the 
supreme head of the Greek Orthodox 


tions today. This is the most import- 

ant condition of all, and before trying 

to settle this delicate question, 

allies are striving to come to an agree- 

ment with the Turks on other points. 
Turk Concessions. 

The Turks originally insisted on 
sending away all the partiarchal in- 
stitutions from Constantinople, but to- 
day they agreed that all Greek 
churches and hospitals could remain 
and also the schools, provided they 
did not adopt an anti-patriotie atti- 
tude towards Turkey.

DIRECTOR REPORTS 


Forbes Stresses Need for 
Rushing Government 
Hospital Plans, in Re- 
port to Congress. 


Washington, December 13.—Neces- 
sity for expediting the government’s 
new hospital program was empbasized 
tonight by Director C, R. Forbes, of 
the veterans’ bureau, in his annual 
report to congress covering the ac- 
tivities of the bureau for the year 
ending June 30, 1922.

Right to Seize 
German Security 


‘French Premier Says France 
Retains Right to Seize 
Security for Debt. 


Paris, December 13.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—-Premier Poincare, at 
the resumption of the parliamentary 
debate on the French foreign policy, 
will announce that the government re- 
tains the right to use a free hand in 
seizing security for the German debt, 
However, he will not specify what this 
security will be. 

The premier made this clear to in- 
terviewers last night, saying that he 
would speak elther spontaneously or 
in reply to interpellations on “the 
fresh postponement of the occupation 
of the Ruhr,” of which Leon Daubet 
and others have given notice. 

“I never said I thought of oceupy- 
ing the Ruhr, or taking such sequrity.” 
the premier told his questioners. “I 
do not know exactly which we would 
choose. If we did we should be very 
careful not to cry it from the house- 
tops.” 

“This, however, is certain: What- 
ever action we decide on will not in- 
volve the calling up of a single man. 
What is no less certain is that the 
time for threats without acts has 
passed. We have fully resolved to 
act, even alone and even if before 
January 15: the reparations commis- 
sion pronounces in favor of a fresh 
moratorium for Germany. 

“In any case we cannot take any 
step before January 15, it is wrong to 
speak of postponement. We postpon- 
ed nothing and the fact that we are 
adjourning continuation of our dis- 
cussions to the beginning of next 
month involves no loss of time.” 

The atmosphere of the parliamen- 
tary lobbies now appears less fever- 
ish and the situation is viewed with 
greater complacency by the press, 
which, like the Petit Pariesene, more 
or less supports the government, point- 
ing out that the premier did not come 
back from London empty-handed. At- 
tention is also called to the fact that 
France obtained from her allies con- 
cessions which, while not complete, 
are none the less most important; 
notably, Britain’s new attitude to- 
wards the inter-allied debts, which 
could hardly have been hoped for aft- 
er her refusal even to consider the 
question six months ago.

"PROGRESSE MP 
QUIT SENATORSHE 


Nebraska Solon Believes 

He Can Do More Good: 
on Outside of Legisla-| 
tive Halls.

Washington, December 13,—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Senator 
George W. Norris (republican), Ne- 
braska, right-hand man of Senator 
La Follette in the organization of 
the progressive bloc recently, has 
thrown somewhat of a surprise into 
progressive circles with the announce- 
ment that he is planning to resign 
from the senate, believing be can ac- 
complish more in the way of. gov- 
ernmental reform on the outside. Fle 
has given consideration to the mat- 
ter of resigning before the expiration 
of his term in 1925, but has an- 
nounced no decision thus far other 
than stating he will not be a can- 
didate to succeed himself. 

Mr. Norris, who was a member of 
the fifty-eighth and each succeeding 
congress until 1913 when he was 
elected to the senate, has an ambition 
to wage such a campaign for a sim- 
plified form of government that the 
other states of the union may take it 
for a mode]. The ‘nain objective of 
the fight, which he hopes to conduct 
more efficiently as a private citizen 
than a member of the senate, is the 
abolition of the iwo-branch legisla- 
ture and its substitution with a small 
single body more responsive to tne 
will of the people. 

Is Innovation. 

The idea is somewhat of an inno- 
vation in government, and the Ne- 
braska senator believes it offers an 
improvement over present metbods. 

The immediate result of Mr. Nor- 
ris’ resignation would be the ap- 
pointment of a democratic senator ro 
serve out his term; as a democrat, 
Charles W. Bryan is the governor- 
elect of that state. The governor- 
elect being a brother of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, speculation was rife in 
democratic circles at first over the 
probable appointment of the common- 
er as Mr. Norris’ successor. How- 
ever, it is pointed out that Mr. Bry- 
an in recent years has changed his 
residence to Florida. having ‘been! 
prominently mentioned in connection 
with the senatorial race there last 
summer to oppose Senator Park 
Tramme!l. 

Senator Norris is one of the chief 
advoeates of reform legislation in the 
senate, joining with the farm bloc 
in the last session in putting over 
their program. At the same time he 
is in favor of the proposed change in 
the constitution calling for an 
earlier convention of congress after

ed to use the bottles as missiles. 

The league, which closed its 1923 
sessions late today, also voted to 
open the season Wednesday, April 
1S, and decided to establish a fund | 
of $50,000 to aid ‘disabled ball play- | 
ers or their families by setting aside | 
$10,000 annually for five yeary be- 
ginning in 1925, from the American 
league's share of the world’s series 
receipts.

INCREASE IN GROWTH 


One-Third. Increase Report- 
ed Over Production 
Last Year. 


Houston, Texas, December 13.— 
The total production of cotton in 
Texas for the season 1922-23, it is 
estimated in the report made today 
by F. A. Gray, statistician here of 
the department of agriculture, will 
amount to 1,576,239,000 pounds (not 
including linters,) equivalent to 3.,- 
200,000 bales of 5 pounds gross 
weight (478.4 pounds of lint and 
26.6 pounds bagging and ties esti- 
mated per 500 pounds gross weight 
bale.) 

Total production in 1921 was 
198,000 bales. The average yield of 
lint ig estimated at 132 pounds and 
the acreage harvested at 11,942,000 
for the year 1922. 

“The crop has been made on one 
of the largest harvested acreages in 
history. This was particularly true of 
the northwest, west center and south 
districts, where large increases oc- 
curred and much new land was ren- 
dered available,” he says. 

“Never was a more drastic year ex- 
erienced in floods, prolonged 
roughts and continuous high temper- 
natures. . That a crop exceeding 3.- 
250,000 bales was made is due main- 
ly to the general heavy rains of 
epring, storing moisture in the sub- 
scil.”
